The plebesciate was the first in 
j Ontario since 1919 when a similar 
referendum showed a majority of 407,- 
000 ih favor of the dry law. The act 
was 'passed in 1916 as a war mea- 
sure and is similar to the 18th amend­ 
ment in the United States constitu­ 
tion in that it allows the sale of liquor 
only upon the authority of physicians 
for medical purposes.
